What Price Victory? 


This price-wage control plan is of 
course a war device. It has been 
brought about by war-made conditions, 
and is aimed to speed the war effort. 
Prices have been going up because 
war demands upon material and pro- 
ducing facilities reduced the output of 
consumer goods of many kinds, at the 
same time that the spending of war 
money increased the purchasing power 
in the pockets of the general public. 

War industry and civilian industry 
have been competing with each other, 
for materials, for labor, for factory 
equipment and for money. They will 
continue to compete, of necessity, in 
the sense that the whole of our produc- 
tive capacity could be employed in war 
production but of the total some part 
will have to be employed in producing 
civilian supplies. But under the control 
system, war industry will have the 
right-of-way, and if consumer goods 
have to be curtailed in order to turn out 
munitions, that is something which 
cannot be avoided. 

We are fighting a country whose 
people have been denying themselves 
luxuries, and even necessities, for ten 
years while their rulers piled up arma- 
ment with which to make themselves our 
masters. When Herr Hitler called upon 
them to do without butter so he could 
build battleships he was not indulging 
in rhetoric. He was simply stating his 
war policy in the fewest words possible. 

The democracies will have to also 
forego some conveniences, and some 
rights, if they are to overtake the Nazi 
handicap and save themselves from 
the fate of France and a dozen other 
countries in Europe. 


The new control measures are a test 
of how much the people of Canada are 
ready to do to win the war. Are we 
willing to do without things we don’t 
really need, and to work for the wages 
we are now getting—with adjustments 
for those whose pay is not in proper 
proportion? These are questions with 
which every Canadian now stands 
faced.

Eiki Tojo Is Bitterly Opposed to « 


Both United States 
and Britain 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

The Japanese army, which up to the 
present has preferred to safeguard its 
prestige by allowing some puppet to 
assume public responsibility for the conse- 
quences of policies actually dictated by 
itself, has emerged from behind the cur- 
tain with the assumption of the premier- 
ship by General] Eiki Tojo, 

Tojo is one of three 
men who control the 
Japanese army which, for 
more than ten years, has 
controlled Japan, usually 
with the co-operation of 
the navy. The navy, how- 
ever, has lately been 
somewhat truculent in 
regard to foreign policy 
because the navy, being 
trained after the British 
fashion, has British lean- 
ings, just as the army, 
trained after the German 
fashion, has definitely German leanings. 

To appreciate the significance of this 
event, one must understand the dominant 
role the army has always assumed in 
Japanese life and the army's previous 
cautious policy of letting someone else 
not conspicuously identified with army 
politics take the blame if foreign or domes- 
tie policies favored by the army should 
miscarry,

Tojo’s forthright assumption of political | 


responsibility means that the army has 
abandoned hope of accomplishing any- 
thing further by use of such obliging pup- 
pets as Prince Konoye and that it is now 
of opinion that it can engage in some 
adventure of importance with such pros- 
pect of success as to warrant undisguised 
army leadership and responsibility. 

As I have said before, it is difficult to 
see how Tojo can do more than Konoye 
has done, For Tojo will encounter the 
same set of economic facts that halted 
Konoye’s warlike aims. 

If the army’s hopes fail of fulfilment, 
it will suffer a perilous loss of prestige at 
home and Japan will fail to win that dom- 
inance in world affairs to which the army 
leaders so ardently aspire, but which hes 
never seemed to be justified by Japan's 
relatively unimportant economic and cul- 
tural significance. 

Tojo has not yet revealed his program 
for achieving Japan's grandiose dream of 
a place in the sun. but some idea of what 
he has in mind can be had from his ante- 


cédents. 
A Born Jingo 


The son of a soldier, he has played 
army politics so ably that today he shares 
the leadership of Japan’s armed forces 
with two other hard-bitten junkers, Like 
most Japanese Officers, he admires the 
Germans upon whose military methods 
the Japanese army has been built. 

Tojo revealed pronounced pro-German 
tendencies as early as 1919, when he was 
Japanese military attache in Berlin. Lat- 
terly, he has"been conspicuously pro-Nazi. 
He has been just as conspicuously anti- 
British and anti-American, 

British and American military men 
and diplomats who struck up friendships 
with other leading Japanese soldiers, never 
even cracked the ice with Tojo, 

The new premier was one of those 
chauvinists responsible for the arrest in 
the summer of 1940 of a dozen or more 
Britishers long residents of Japan. 

In 1937, Tojo was quoted as saying that 
Japan must be prepared to fight China and 
Russia simultaneously. Grand words. 
But in spite of al] the Japanese army and 
General] Tojo could do in four and a quar- 
ter years of bloody warfare, China is still 
fighting Japan. 

Despite the diplomatic blandishments 
ce Konoye and other army tools 
pos as moderates, neither Britain nor 
the United States been induced to 
withdraw aid from China.

In Japanese 
phraseology,: this is called “extending the 
greater East Asia co-prosperity sphere.” 

An indication of how large a sphere 
Tojo has in mind was afforded a few days 
ago when the Portuguese government per- 
mitted Japan to extend one of its airlines 
all the way to Dilli, capital of the Portu- 
Guese island of Timor. This enables Japan 
to penetrate 1,200 miles farther into the 
South Seas than it has ever penetrated 
before. 

It brings Japanese influence to within 
452 miles of Darwin, one of Australia’s 
most important ports. It gives Japan occa- 
sion to fly its planes regularly across 
American-controlled waters adjacent to 
the dd and across Dutch and Brit- 
ish-controlled waters off the Dutch Indies, 
Australia and New Guinea. 

The Timor arrangement was frankly 
described by Tokyo as part of Japan's pro- 
gtam for increased economic penetration 
in the South Seas. 

Easiest Way 

The Japanese covet the oil, tin, rubber 
and other raw materials of the Dutch East 
Indies and British Malaya. Since those 
rich treasure houses are well defended, it 
is likely Tojo and his colleagues in ban- 
ditry will first try to acquire something 
easier — hoping that the Germans will 
ultimately knock out Britain and thus 
deprive the Indies and Malaya of British 
and American protection, 

Probably Siam and the maritime prov- 
inces of Russia offer more immediate 
temptation to the new gang. The Japanese 
have always tried to do their looting while 
the spectators’ attention ig focussed on 
some bigger show in some other part of 
the world. 

The military reverses suffered by 
Russia and the apprehensions as to what 
Germany may be able to do next obvious- 
ly afford Japan what Tojo considers an 
opportunity, 

It is not yet altogether clear sailing for 
Japanese ambitions, however. 

Russia, although badly injured by the 
powerful German war machine, still shows 
no signs of collapsing. On the contrary, 
the Russians seem determined to stand 
their ground and wage war throughout 
the winter, 

As near as can be learned, Russia still 
has an army of more than a million men, 
a number of submarines and a good air 
force in the Far East. 

There are no signs of political collapse 
in the Soviet regime. 

Thus, Siberia, at this stage, wil] not 
fall to Japan as readily as did Indo-China 
a few months ago.

OTTAWA.—One of the most important 
decisions yet required in Canadian policy 
during the war has been settled in the 
past few weeks, in the program of stabil- 
ization of prices, wages and costs.

War Savings Of British : 


Four Billion Dollars Loaned by “ 


Public to Government in 
Two Years

In a little less than two years small 
savers in Great Britain have lent the 
government $4,000,000,000 to hélp finance 
the war. This is roughly equal to $80 for 
every men, woman and child in the king-
